A WASHINGTON 
MONDMKNT. 


The proposal for a monument to 


Washington cornea in good time, for 
this ia a time in which there is need of 
revival of Americanism. It maybe too 
early to suggest a site; bat, as the 
North Side has the monuments of 
Grant and Lincoln and the South Side 
that of Douglas, it aight be well if the 
West side had that of Washington. The 
debouchment of Washington boulevard 
upon Garfleld Park, which is the Cen- 
tral pleasance of West Town, would be 
peculiarly appropriate. A monument 
erected on that site would be visible 
for more than a mile from the east 
side, and for twice that distance on the 
west 


Bat the question of money comes 


before that of location. If the West 
Side wants the monument it ought to 
bid liberally for it. It is probable that 
if committees were formed and public 
meetings held a large sum conld bo 
collected in a short time. It may be 
taken for granted that 'subscriptions 
can be had from the patriotic ia all 
parts of the city; for wherever the 
monument may be erected it will be 
one of the sights to which the attention 
of strangers will be directed, and one 
of the things in which the citizens at 
large will take pride. 


Grant, Lincoln and Douglas have 


their monuments; Sheridan's memory 
is to be honored by a road which will 
be as splendid and as famous as the 
Roman Appian way, but Washington's 
name is connected in Chicago only 
with a boulevard on the West Side, a 
park on the South Side, and Washing- 
ton pquare on the North Side. The 
proposition for a monument is timely. 
—Chicago Inter-Ocean. 


ECON03IX THAT IS NOT 


POLICY. 


GOOD 


Another economical idea that, has 


struck the legislature is the propo- 
sition of abolishing the State Weather 
Bureau. It is said that a bill will be- 
introduced to this effect; or in the gen- 
eral appropriation bill no allowance 
will be made. The general Govern- 
ment furnishes a six-inch equatorial 
telescope, besides various other instru- 
ments for the use of the officer, and 
the State pays $250 a year toward the 
station, the money being used to pur- 
chase necessary apparatus, etc. 


ilr. Friend, the observer, does not 


receive any pay for his services, not- 
withstanding he gives an hour or two 
a day of bis time in taking tba obser- 
vations and giving them out to the 
public. 


As long as the Government furnishes 


the most expensive part of the appara- 
tus and Mr. Friend furnishes the time 
and the place to do his work in, free of 
expence, it would seem that the State 
could certainly afford to contribute a 
small cost It may be true that the 
service does not help every part of the 
State, bat as a matter of information 
as to the season's amount of moisture, 
drouths, comparisons of seasons prob- 
abilities, etc., it is certainly of more 
importance than generally considered; 
and the State receives a profitable re- 
tarn on the small amount invested. 


THK CltiTAN TROUBLE. 


The people of Greece have urged, if 


not forced, their King to take an active 
step toward the liberation of the Is- 
land of Crete from Turkish rule. Rus- 
sia and England are busy with diplo- 
matic measures, no doubt, in the hope 
of preventing a war in which probably 
all of Europe will take a hand. As yet, 
little is known of the real purpose of 
these two powers, bpt it will matter 
little whether the rest of Europe ap- 
prove or disapprove of their action, for 
it will probably be the reform of or the 
dismemberment of the Turkish Em- 
pire. Neither of these great powers 
care to take the initiative in disturbing 
the diplomatic relations existing be- 
tween the countries of Europe, but it 
is believed 
neither are averse 
to 


Greece doing so. Greeks and Cretans 
are in earnest and the sympathy of all 
Christendom is with the Cretans who 
are struggling for independence, and 
if little Greece roasts Turkey the whole 
world will say Amen. 


Congressional Proceeding*', . 


WASHINGTON, February 20.—Senator 


Cameron presented a resolution in the 
Senate to-day 
expressing sympathy 


with Greece. 
The 
resolution 
was 


agreed to. 


Resolved, That tho Senate of the 


United States being mindful of the 
sympathy for the United States ex- 
pressed by the Greeks nt tho time of 
their war for independence, now ex- 
tends a like sympathy to the Govern- 
ment of Greece with its intervention in 
behalf of the people of the island of 
Crete for the purpose of freeing thorn 
from the tyranny of foreign oppression 
and to restore peace with the blessings 
of Christian civilization to that op- 
pressed nation,

was a spirited debate on the motion of 
Hopkins of Illinois to strike out tlio 
items of $12,000 to pay on accountof 
members of the 53d Congrt-ss. The 
amount was withheld on tio.ci.iunt of 
absence, 


Hopkins denied this was a piun to 


have a Republican Congress wash dirty 
linen for a Democratic Congress. -A 
Democratic speaker, supported by a 
Democratic majority, made these selec- 
tions in order to hold a quorum, and if 
desired to reverse their policy they 
should not apply to a Republican 
House at a time when they wofo com- 
plaining of a "billion dollar appropri- 
ation." 


In the course of a long discussion* 


Crisp of Georgia, successor in Congress 
to Speaker Crisp, explained the course 
of his father as being in accordance 
with the interpretation of the law as 
given by the Judiciary Committee. 


Hopkins was successful in the House 


by 118 to 55 in having the item stricken 
out. 


COMMITTEE WORK. 


The House Committee on Coinage 


to-day decided to report favorably on. 
the Senate bill for an international 
monetary conference with amendments 
authorizing the President, if he saw fit) 
to seek an agreement by diplomatic 
negotiations instead of 
conference. 


Ten of tho seventeen members of ths 
committee were present, three Repub- 
licans, six Democrats and one Inde- 
pendent, eight of whom are silver men, 
and there was no dissent to report. 


The Senate Committee on Appropri- 


ations has agreed to strike out the 
postofflee appropriation bill appropri- 
ating $171,238 for fast mail to the 
South.

Miller, .'James Mackin, George A. Bird, 
and Minnie Huff were tho minstrel 
vocalists. The conclusion introduced 
the "Officer Porter" Quartet, composed 
of Carleton Huff, Bird and Britten, and 
the wind-up was a burlesque, "Ele- 
phantus Africanus." In the-flrst part, 
;he women all appeared in neat bloomer 
suits of many colors and tints. Then 
came., the French folly dancersl the 
Depeiv sisters, and clever dancers they 
are, original and sensational. W. N. 
Miller then -gave the baritone solo, "A, 
Son of the Desert I am." The Amazon 
march was a very pretty feature and 
very nicely executed .by the women 
under the direction of Lizzie Bird. 
George Bird, in a monologue, "The 
Chinese Embassndor," gavo an act that 
has rarely, it ever, been equaled here 
in charaater and grotesque imperson- 
ation. The Chinaman was simply ''im- 
mense,". The audience plainly mani- 
fested that, it would not weary of Bird's 
cleverness ar.d wit. Minnie Huff, the 
favorite contralto, appeared in vocal 
selections. Murry and Mackin, in the 
oddest and merriest singing and danc- 
ing act, carried the house by storm. 
The audience recalled t;hem over and 
over again, until they had to beg to be 
excused from further renponses. They 
are comedians and character actors of 
rare mettle. The entertainment con- 
cluded with a burlesque on "Pinafore," 
in which the entire company appeared. 
It is an extravagant and lively bit of 
burlesque, but preserving several of 
the musical gems of the opera.
